The Great Strike on the Burlington Re-

called in a Startling Manner.

Arrest of Three Men Charged with Conspiracy
to Destroj Property A Quantity of. Dy-

namite Fonnd in Their Possession.

CmcAao, July 5. Thomas Broderick and
James Bowles, members of the brotherhood of
Locomotive Engineers, and another man named
Wilson, where arrested on a Chicago, Burling-

ton & Quincy train this afternoon, brought to Chi-

caeo, and lodged in the county jail under bonds
of $3,000 each, charged with conspiring to de-

stroy the railroad company's property. They
had a ccnsiderable quantity of dynamite in their
possession when arrested. It is stated that the
Burlington company has had n large
foree of detectives engaged .'or a
long time in watching the movements of
the strikers. Several so-call- ed "agitators,"
whose movements corresponded with some tt
the past attempts upon the company's property,
were put under special surveillance. It was
discovered that dynamite was used in several
unsuccessful attempts to wreck trams within
the past few months. The principal suspects
were not allowed to make a move, day or night,
without being under the watchful eye of the of-

ficers. It was impossible at first to locate the
dynamite, but the officials of the "Q" assert to-

night that positive information was finally re-

ceived to-da- y that this was the day chosen for a
grand attack upon tbe company's property. The
officials are very reticent regarding their source
of information, but the plot is
known to them, and they admit that, besides a
definite plan to blow np trains upon the tracks
by means of dynamite cartridges, it included the
possibility of an attack upon the depot property
and magnificent office building here. The off-

icials say that if the danger had not been so im-

minent they would havo allowed the conspira-
tors to go on and further criminate themselves,
but the plot had reached a stage where it was
necessary to take decisive steps l prevent great
destruction of property, not to say loss of human
lives. Superintendent of Motive Power G. W.
Rhodes swore out a warrant to-da- y, and Deputy
Marshal Burchard proceeded with it to
Aurora, in company with detectives.
Their men . were located and shadowed
to the 2:15 afternoon train for Chicago. Thomas
Broderick and James Bowles, two Brotherhood

of the "Q" were seen to board the
train in company with a man not known to the
officers. A fourth man they were looking for
was not identified. The strange man. who
proved to be John Q. Wilson, tooa. a double seat
beside Broderick, while Bowles sat just across
the aisle. The tra n had barely started when
the officers tapped the men on the shoulders
and made them prisoners. The men had taken
off their coats, and'under the two coats, lying
between Boderick and Wilson upon the seat,
was an innocent looking package wrapped
in a newspaper. When ho had captured this.
Detective McGinty's look of .triumph quickly
faded as he realized the possible danger of its
contents. While they were putting the brace-
lets on the prisoners, Broderick quickly
snatched a letter from his pocket and threw it
out of tbe window. McGinty sprang to the bell-rop- e

and stopped the train. Running back along
the track he found the letter. It is now in the
possession of District Attorney Ewing. Here-fuse- s

to reveal its contents, but General Mana-
ger Stone intimated that its contents gave im-
portant information regarding tbe plot.

Tbe officers reached the city with their pris-
oners without incident, Broderick and Wilson
being stoically indifferent to everything, while
Bowles was profuse in his explanations of "the
mistake." A valise was taken from Bowles, and
several letters and papers. These were taken
to the district attorney s office, with the news-
paper packago, and the latter was then for the
first, time examined. It was found to
contain four dynamite cartridges, each
about ten inehes long and an inch
and & quarter square. These wero fitted
with a small fuse to each, and Mr. Rhodes
estimated that each contained, about a pound
of dynamite. In Broderick's pocket, in a purse,
were found several small dynamite fulminating
caps. The prisoner were taken before United
States Commissioner Hoyne on their arrival
here. Bowles asked for Chairman Hoge, of the
old Burlington grievanc committee, and also
for attorney Sullivan. Theie gentlemen were
sent for, and. while waiting, Bowies talked quite
freely. He claimed that he knew nothing about
the dynamite. He worked on the Atchison road
until March, when he was discharged for putting
a fireman off bis cab. Daring the strike he
went to work on tbe Burlington, and remained
thirteen days, when his brother a Brotherhood
engineer induced him to leave the company's
employ. Since that time the Brotherhood has
paid his wages, and he has been traveling
about He went to Crcston, a few days ago, as
he says, to braoe the strikers up, as they were
becoming weak, but ho claims he never coun-
seled them to do anything wrong. He claimed
not to know the men who were arrested with
him.

The first response to the appeal sent for ail
came in the person of J. J. Hannahan, vice-gran- d

master of the Brotherhood. He professed
not to know any of the prisoners. After a hasty
conference with Bowles he asked the district at-
torney to wait until he summoned Chairman
Hoge. This was agreed to. He whispered a
word to Broderick, and then said to Bowies that
they would do all they eould for them. To a
reporter he said: "I don't know these men at
alL If they have done anything wrong, l
Brotherhood wants them punished as much as
anybody else. But we will investigate their
case, and if they have been unjustly accused wo
will gite them all the help in our power."

Turning again to Bowles he told the latter
that they would see that they got ball and coun-

sel. Just then in came Hoge, accompanied by
several members of the Brotherhood. Bowles
sprang nx with relieved face and cried: "Here's
oar chairman, Gentlemen."

Hoge did not reply or seem to recognize
Bowles, and only talked to the latter after he
had held a consultation with District Attorney
Ewing. When he learned the foil gravity of
the charge he offered Bowles but cold consola-
tion. The district attorney arraigned the de-
fendants under Section G3o3 of the United
States Revised Statute?, and Commissioner
Hoyne held them under $5,000 bonds each for
examination on the 13th inst.

'I cannot get you any bail to-night- ," said
Hoee, coldly, to Bowles, in response to the lat-ter- 's

fervent appeal to be kept out of jail. Then
be promised that an attorney wonld be secured
at once, and that an effort would be made to get
tbem bail

Ail of the men denied positively that they
knew anything ahont the dynamite, and dis-
claimed ownership of the bundle found on tbe
seat between them. Neither would they tell
who they were nor where they lived.

"I do not know any of these men," said Chair-
man nose to a reporter. "They may be mem-
bers of the Brotherhood, but I do not remember
tbem. If their case is fonnd worthy of investi-
gation we will help them, of course, and get
them bail."

On Broderick's person was found a Brother-
hood membership card, declaring him a member
of the Pottsville Division, No. 90, "good until
Aug. 6, 18S3," and signed "J. Howard Dolts."
Broderick has been in the Burliogton employ as
recently as April last, but the officials know very
little of his past record. Both he and
Wilson have just come on from Creston, Ia..
where he was closely identified with the strikers.
Wilson is supposed to be a striking fireman.
General Manager Stone was seen by a reporter
and tola substantially the same story as related
above. He would not say anything more to-
night regarding the nature of tbe information
in the company's possession, but added that
they believed high officers of the Brotherhdod
are connected with the conspiracy to use dyna-
mite.
